To The Honorable Board of Aldermen 
and Citizens of Rutland: 



Fiscal 1988 was a very busy year for the Gty 
of Rutland. Cfiallenges large and small and op- 
portunities of all sorts combined with several 
home-grown initiatives to keep the city depart- 
ments hopping. 

In September, 1 was honored to lead a delega- 
tion composed of Aldermanic Board President 
Donahue, Alderman Welch, Teacher Lou 
DiAngelo, Businessman David Mosher, Marie 
Triller of Rutland Seasons magazine and Dick 
StiUson of Rutland Cablevision to our sister city 
of Ishidoriya, Japan, the week-long trip was in 
response to a similar ^nsit by a delegation from 
Ishidoriya held a year earlier. The mission to 
Ishidoriya was a total success, as it cemented 
this international program which was started by 
Mayor Daley. Special thanks to the dozens of 
individuals and businesses who contributed to 
the pro-am, reducing the financial burden on 
the delegates and insuring that no taxpayer 
dollars would be required to support this pro- 
gram. 

1988 should also be remembered as a 
milestone year in regional cooperation — in- 
cluding the achievement of an agreement by 
which the devlopers of a shopping mall in the 
Town of Rutland would provide unprecedented 
levels of assistance and compensation to the ci- 
ty, insuring that the public service burdens of 
this development would not fall to Rutland Gty 
taxpayers. 

Another example of regional cooperation is 
the financial restructuring of the Rescue-8 
Paramedic program. For years Rescue-8 
ofierated county-wide, providing life saving and 
life sustaining emergency medical services to 
persons in need of cardiac, accident and all man- 
ner of acute medical care. Over half of the 
paramedic-level calls served residents of com- 
munities other than Rutland City, and although 
a program of this sort needs to serve a large 
population to work efficiently, the city tax- 
payers could no longer afford to pay the entire 
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bill. Thanks to the work of a special Blue- 
Ribbon Committee and financial assistance 
from the Regional Ambulance Service, The 
Rutland Regional Medical Center and dozens of 
area towns and rescue squads, half of Rescue-8's 
funding now comes from non-city taxpayer 
sources. This cooperative effort insures a solid 
financial future for this vital service. 

The challenges of the new year are substan- 
tial. We must continue our efforts to upgrade 
our zoning and other land use ordinances. We 
must continue the excellent start toward a 
downtown master plan which was begun by the 
Rutland Partnership, and encourage more 
private sector involvement such as the leader- 
ship already shown by Central Vermont Public 
Service Corporation. We must implement the 
decision to add a non-toxic corrosion inhibitor 
to our water distribution system and thereby 
improve the quality of our drinking water. And 
we must continue to challenge those who would 
develop properties outside our borders to show 
that their projects do not place unfair burdens 
on the already overtaxed people of the City of 
Rutland. 

The ultimate challenge before the Gty of 
Rudand is that of the property tax. In order to 
avoid substantial reductions in services or 
substantial increases in taxes an aggressive effort

Emergency Management Report 

Aldo M. Manfredi, Director, Emergency Management 

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and Citizens of the City of Rutland: 



I am pleased to present the Annual Report of 
the Emergency Management Office for the Fiscal 
Year ending June 30, 1988. 

I responded to several general alarm fires in 
which the department assisted in obtaining 
assistance from the Red Cross and Salvation 
Army for the victims of the fires. 

The October 4th snow fall disrupted many 
services due to the heavy snow. The Emergency 
Operating Center was activated with the 
Mayor, the Deputy Director - Ted Pratt and the 
Salvation Army and the Red Cross standing by 
in case they were needed to render assistance. 
Fortunately, Rutland City escaped with little 
damage compared to other areas in the southern 
part of the state. This office coordinated with 
emergency services in the aftermath of this 
storm well into the afternoon of October 5. 

In October, I attended a two day workshop 
on leadership at the Hogge Penny Irm and in 
February on effective communications which 
was held at the Holiday Inn and was sponsored 
by the State Emergency Management Office, 
with Mr. Ken Stewart of Washington, D.C. as 



principle instructor. These were well attended 
by City personnel. 

This office arranged for Hazardous Materials 
Training Programs which were held at the 
Rutland City Fire Department and sponsored by 
the State Emergency Management Hazardous 
Materials Training Specialist, Kelman Craige. 

I chaired the "Rescue 8 Blue Ribbon Commit- 
tee" which was successful in gaining funding 
from many Rutland County communities who 
avail themselves of this most important service, 

I am currently working with representatives 
from New England Telephone Company for the 
installation of "9-1-1" Emergency Telephone 
Service. Hopefully, it vrill be in place before the 
end of the year. This system will make it easier 
for our citizens to receive emergency assistance 
in all types of emergencies requiring police, fire 
or medical services. 

As Chairman of the City Departmental Safety 
Committee, we coordinated with the various 
departments on a VOSHA inspection that lasted 
approximately two weeks. The City was in bet-

Fire Department 

Gerald T. Lloyd, Chief Engineer 



To the Honorable Board of Aldermen i 

I am pleased to submit herewith the Annual 
Report of the Rutland Qty Fire Department. 
During the past year, this department intitiated 
a training program previously approved by the 
Board of Aldermen which, when completed, 
will bring the level of proficiency in firefighting 
to meet or exceed the standards that have been 
set for professional firefighting, by the Federal 
government regulations, OSHA, the Vermont 
Training Council and requirements established 
by the NFPA. 

AddirionaUy, all new employees are required 
to fulfill certain training programs and may be 
required to have specialized training in selective 
fields prior to appointment to permanent posi- 
tions vwthin this department. E)uring the past 
year, members of this department were once 
again afforded the opportunity to attend train- 
ing sessions in fire protection and prevention, 
fire suppression and paramedic and rescue ad- 
vanced programs. Twenty six members of this 
department took advantage of these training op- 
portimities. This policy will continue in order to 
provide the best trained and informed firefi^ter 
to handle the emergency needs of this commtin- 



[ Citizens of the City of Rutland: 

During the past year, a blue ribbon commit- 
tee was impaneled to study the operations and 
funding procedures of our paramedic program. 
As a result of this study, the paramedic program 
was reorganized with two new paramedic of- 
ficers being named and a schedule of 
assessments was established where participating 
communities were charged an annual fee for 
receiving this service. 

Steps were taken that will insure that this 
most essential program vrilJ remain an effective 
and integral part of this department for the pur- 
pose of providing the most cost efficient and 
professional emergency medical services for the 
citizens of our community. Specifications are 
being drawn up for a vehicle to replace Rescue 8 
which is now eight years old and once the bids 
have been studied and awarded, it will be ap- 
proximately 180 days until the delivery of this 
new unit. 

A sinking fund has been established for the 
paramedic program that will provide the money 
for future vehicle replacement, educational 
needs and additional equipment purchases as 
may be required in the future. 

Donations were made to this department by

business and civic agencies. The General Electric 
Company donated $3,000 which was used to 
refurbish and update our portable lighting 
system. The Rutland American Legion Post 31 
donated $500 which was used to upgrade our 
computer system. This department, along with 
the Rutland Gty Police Department and the 
Vermont State Fire Marshal's office, is exploring 
the possibility of establishing an arson investiga- 
tion bureau for the purpose of jointly in- 
vestigating fires of suspicious origin that may 
take place within this community. A decision 
r^rding this matter will be made once all facts 
and information have been obtained. 

Your fire department responded to 915 fire 
calls, an increase of 20 over the previous year. 
There were 1,332 rescue paramedic calls, an in- 
crease of 18 over the previous year. This depart- 
ment r^ponded to 259 special service requests 
for citizens assistance. Also this department 
responded to 42 hazardous material incidents 
which were all handled with positive results. 
The department was involved in 8 general 
alarms including one tragic fire which resulted in 
the loss of an infant child. This department and 
our community was deeply saddened by this 
loss. 

The new Gmman Aerial 102 Ft. ladder tower 
was used extensively during the year and was of 
great value to this department durir^g the Lind- 
holm fire where it was used for fire suppression 
and to protect the adjacent building exposures. 
This equipment was used for 16 consecutive 



hours without any tj^ of malfunction or 
breakdown. The Lindholm fire was of 
suspicious origin and is still under investigation 
by the Rutland City Fire Department, the Ver- 
mont State Fire Marshal's office and the Rutland 
Gty Police BQ unit. 

Our fire safety information program con- 
tinued throu^out the year and representatives 
of this department spoke to over 800 students 
about fire prevention methods and safety pro- 
grams in the home during National Fire Preven- 
tion week. Extensive use was made of the local 
media, newspapers, radio and television to pro- 
mote fire safety awareness within our commxini- 
ty and to demonstrate the need for smoke detec- 
tors in the home. 

A dear and close personal friend of this 
department died on 11/28/87. The passing of 
Laurent LaMontagjie has been a loss to all per- 
sons who are dedicated to the interest of public 
safety and fire prevention. Larry was respon- 
sible for making our community a much better 
and safer place to live and by carrying out his 
duties as Building Inspector and i^derman, he 
improved the quality of Me within this com- 
munity. The fire prevention methods that he in- 
troduced into the Building Inspector's office will 
remain a part of the fire prevention techniques 
used by this dty for many years to come. 

1 wish to thank the members of this depart- 
ment. Mayor Wennberg, the members of the 
Gty Council and Department heads for their 
cooperation and assistance during the past year.

Health Officer 

James A. Gray, M. D.,, Health Officer 

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and Citizens of the City of Rutland: 



1987-88 has been a year of reorganization for 
the Department of Health. By the creation of a 
new position of Deputy Health Officer, the 
handling of routine inspections and complaint 
investigations has significantly reduced the 
number of hours required to perform these func- 
tions by the Health Officer. This has freed up 
time to devote to more professional tasks of 
surveillance and review of pollution control and 
other matters which affect the public good. 
Originally, the position of Deputy was filled by 
Mrs. Carol Partlow, R.N., who resigned in Oc- 
tober, 1987. After a 6 week hiatus, Mrs. Pamela 
Petrie was hired to fill the Vi time position, with 
the other Vi time spent as Assistant Building In- 
spector. 

The single most significant event affecting the 
health of Rutland citizens this year was the dos- 
ing of the city land fill. A few years ago land fills 
were thought to be the ideal way of handling 
garbage, trash and other solid waste materials. 
Since that time environmental studies have 
shown that significant quantities of toxic and 
hazardous chemicals escape into the air and into 
the soil water channels or remain covered by fill 
to contaminate the environment for many 
years. With the ojjeration of the Resource 
Recovery Plant, most, if not all of these health 
hazards are eliminated or rigidly controlled to 
well below the allowable Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency standards and recommendations. 
This "State of the Art" facilty not only reduces 
the solid waste to about 10% of it's original 
weight (much of which is readable or useful for 
other purposes), but also creates significant 
amounts of electricity. The production of elec- 
trical power is done safely without adding un- 
controlled contamination to the air and sparing 
the use of coal, oil and other fuels for this pur- 
pose. 

Your Health Officer together with the Board 
of Health has had to become familiar with many 
new regulations and procedures involved with 
pollution control and environment protection. 
The list of toxic chemicals and environmental 
contaminants and how each is monitored and 
dealt with is steadily increasing and must be 



scrutinized in connection with the city water 
supply, the sewage disposal plant, rubbish and 
waste storage and disposal by businesses and 
city land owners and tenants, as well as the 
landfill area and the new Resource Recovery 
Plant. In general all of these matters are being 
adequately dealt with at this time. However, 
with financial uncertainties and continued fiscal 
restraints the future will bring new problems 
and challenges. 

There has been a great deal of interest in 
chemicals found in public water supplies. Dur- 
ing the past year copper and lead have been em- 
phasized and public notices have appeared in 
the papers and other places advising people to 
find out what the levels of contamination in 
drinking water are for these chemicals. The Ver- 
mont State Department of Health requires at 
least one analysis of these and other inorganic 
contaminants in public water supplies each year. 
Their report also explains about each of the 
chemicals tested and states "copper is an essen- 
tial element in human metabolism: however, in 
concentrations exceeding 1.0 nnilligrams per liter 
(mgm/L) it may impart an undesirable taste to

amotmE of copper is in the water in the reservoir 
but most of it comes from pipes which cany the 
water to where it is used. In 1987 the sample

The Board of Health has had 3 meetings in the 
physical year 1987-1988. Dr. Blair Campbell, 
D.V.M. has served on the Board of Health for 
many years but resigned in early 1988. He 
received a letter of commendation and thanks 
from the Board of Aldermen and the Mayor for 
his devoted service. Dr. .-Alexander Herzen, 
M.D. Was subsequently appointed to the Bodni 
H^th and approved by the Aldermanic 
Cetmol. Dr. Herzen together with the other 
mordiefs of the Board, Dr. Gordon Smith, 
and Bxbis^ Bmxthaa^^ BS. in Fhar- 



macy, and your Health Officer have made 
several inspectioin tours and visits to the 
Resource Recovery Plant and have taken ap- 
propriate stiufies and actions in many other 
Ijealth issa^ for the dty. The Health Officer hsp

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and Citizens of the City of Rutland: 



The Milk Inspector is charged vvith respon- 
sibility for inspecting and issuing annual licenses 
to all city businesses which process or sell milk 
or milk prodiicts (induding cheese, ice cream, 
yogurt and other dairy products). This year the 
two major wholesale milk processors and 
distributors were inspected outside the city 
limits. Each of these continue to meet all State 
sanitation and purity requirements on a 
monthly basis so licenses as a distributor were 
issued. All of the 123 retail milk or milk pro- 
ducts sales stores were inspected and their 
coolers checked for proper temperature control, 
and were given 1 year licenses. At the Rutland 
Fair a total of 22 milk licenses were issued after 
checking sanitation and adequate cooler 
temperatures. Eating establishments in the city 
are inspected regularly by the Vermont State 
Department of Health and hence are not under 
the jurisdiction of the City Health Officer. Much 
of the credit for the accurate inspection and issu- 
ing of licenses goes to the Deputy Health Officer

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Department of Public Works 

David A. Crawford, Commissioner of Public Works 

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and the Citizens of the City of Rutland: 



During the fiscal year 1987-1988 there was a 
reorganization of Equipment and Maintenance 
Division to provide improved record keeping 
and tracking of equipment maintenance costs. 
We feel that the new system wiU not only he 
more efficient but cost effective as well. The 
19S8-S9 Fiscal Year Budget anticipates substan- 
tial savings from even more efficient and cost ef- 
fective operation. 

A three year Union Contract has been 
negotiated to cover the period of July 1, 1987 to 
June 30, 1990. With this new contract, we will 
be evaluating and revising job descriptions for 
the Union personnel. Along with revising job 
descriptions a restructuting of various jobs may 
be necessary. 

Another area of effort has been and will con- 
tinue to be to improve the delivery of Public 
Works Services through the use of computers. 
With our recent access to an IBM XT computer, 
we can develop improved information handling 
systems. The Department's ability to answer 
dtizen complaints in a timely fashion should be 
improved during the coming fiscal year. We wil] 




t 



be using the XT's Work Processing capacities to 
handle the Department's Operating Policies. 

We would like to thank the Board of 
Aldermen, Mayor, other City departments and 
all citizens who made some of our goals ob- 
tainable this past fiscal year. We are looking for- 
ward to working with them again this year. 



Engineering 

Warren E. Conner, City Engineer 
Alan J. Shelvey, Asst. City Engineer 

The Engineering staff under the direction of 
the City Engineer, Warren E. Conner, provides 
survey, design, and other engineering services 
for all divisions of the Department and for other 
departments within the city government. 

As part of these services, the Engineering Di- 
vision compiles and constantly updates plans 
and records of the water distribution system, the 
water treatment system including records and 
inspections of all sewer systems in the city's wa- 
tershed, the sewer collection system, the sewage 
treatment plant, the dty's street system and the 
city's sanitary landfill. The Division also reviews 
and oversees water and sewer designs and speci- 
fications for projects let out for bid, and for 
streets and utilities built by developers which are 
to be taken over by the city upon completion. 



The Division also provides information to 
contractors and others concerning location of 
city utilities, performs all traffic engineering for 
the city, prepares necessary easements and exe- 
cutes other duties of an engineering nature as re- 
quired. 

The Engineering Division was involved with 
the following major projects during the yean 

One major and one minor sub-Division imder 
construction in the city. 

The Stoneridge Development off Dorr Drive 
involves the construction of approximately 
2,960 feet of new city streets including water 
mains and sanitary and storm sewer systems. A 
small development off Harrington Avenue in- 
volved the construction of one new city street 



including water main and sanitary and storm 
sewer systems. All of these streets will be taken 
over by the city upon completion and final ac- 
ceptance by the dty. 

Review of plans and specifications for a pro- 
posed subdivision on Laveme Drive and for the 
final phase of the Stratton Estates development. 

The reconstruction of the intersection of Dorr 
Drive, Ripley Road and Clement Road by the 
Munsonn Earth Moving Company was com- 
pleted in June, 1988. 

The Division is presently working with the 
Agency of Transportation on final plans and 
contract documents for the reconstruction of 
State Street from Grove Street to Columbian 
Avenue. The State Street project will include 
separation of santiary and storm sewers, new 
water and sewer lines and a new bridge over 
East Creek. This project will be funded with 
98 % federal and State funds and 2% Qty funds 
with construction planned for early 1989. 

A project involving the replacement of 
rehabilitation of approximately 13,000 linear 
feet of sewer lines in presendy under construc- 
tion by the Bel den Company. Tfiis work is being 
funded by the State and Federal Government at 
a 90% participation level, Upon completion of 
this project the City will have rehabilitated ap- 
proximately 30,000 linear feet of sewer main in 
the last 3 years. While this rehabilitation will 
greatly reduce the amount of daily infiltration 
into the sewer mains, we are stiH faced with the 
serious problem of storm water and snow melt 
entering the sewer system and being transported 
to and treated at the Sewage Treatment Plant 
due to the lack of separate storm sewers in most 
part of the City. To address this problem, the 
City has entered into a contract with the con- 
sulting engineering firm of [>ufresne-Henry 
utilizing a 100% planning advance from the 
State of Vermont to do a combined sewer 
overflow study to determine whether treatment 
of the storm water or separation of the storm 
and sanitary sewers is more cost effective. This 
study is being coordinated and overseen by the 
Engineering Division. 

In response to the lack of a long term solution 
for the disposal of sludge from Sewage Treat- 
ment Plants, the City, through the Engineering 
Division, is administrating a Regional Sludge 
and Septage Disposal Study with funding pro- 
vided by the State of Vermont. The firm of 



Dufresne-Henry was selected to perform tfiis 
study. It will address the feasibility of two pos- 
sible solutions, i.e.: a Regional Land Disposal 
operation or a Regional Compost Facility. The 
study is scheduled to be completed in early 
1989. 

With the upgrade of the City's Wastewater 
Treatment plant completed, the Division is 
working closely with Dufresne-Heriry in a per- 
formance evaluation of the plant which will 
establish the precise reserve capacity of the treat- 
ment plant and also provide the City with op- 
tions to expand the capacity of the plant in the 
future. 

The following are other projects the Engineer- 
ing Division was involved with during the 
year: -The reconstruction of North Church 
Street from Field Avenue to the northerly 
end of North Church Street. 
-Reconstruction of Library Avenue and Ken- 
dall Avenue from Lincoln Avenue to Grove 
Street. 

-Research and coordinate the corrosion con- 
trol study of the city's water system 

-Establish a computer model of the City's 
water distribution system. 

-Review and coordinate plans and tesdng 
requirements in conjunction with the final 
closure of the City's landfill, 

-Review 266 building permits in conjunction 
with the building inspector's office.

Marble Valley Regional Transit Oistnct "The Bus 



The Marble Valley Regional Transit 
District, generally known as "THE BUS," has 
just completed its twelfth year of providing 
public transportation in Rutland County and 
is still the largest non-urban public transit 
system in the State of Vermont. It provideS- 
transportation to the General PuWk ih 
Rutland County^, as well as to B&f&ml Scs^al 
and Human Service agencies. 

Sy^sm ridership dtiring this year has in- 
ci«ased noticeably 0vsr last year's 120,000. 
Approximately 283,000 vehicle miles were ac- 
cumulated on the fleet of 20 buses. 

Marble Valley is in the process of 
tetoVaHiflt its facility locale^ at iS8 '^^j* 
Street, The renovations include additional of- 
fice space to accommodate the continued 
growth of the system. The office has already 
been fully computerized for a more efficient 
operation.

In early December the District circulated 
their proposed 1988 Budget for review and 
comment. At that time the District had in- 
tended to finance their 1988 Administrative 
Budget by a $2.00 surcharge on the tipping 
fee. 

As you are probably aware the Vicon 
facility encountered several set backs in late 
December that have prevented the plant 
from operating and also discontinued 
negotiations between Vicon and the 
District, These problems have created an 
overrun in our 1987 budget and also will 
increase our expenses in 1988 to continue 
legal and financial negotiations with Vicon 
in excess of the preliminary 1988 budget 
that was prepared in December 1987. 



Due to the 1987 overrun and additional 
expenses anticipated in 1988, the District 
has approved a 1988 budget of $102,120 at 
its January 13, 1988 meeting. In addition to 
the higher budget the District board also 
voted to return to a taxing system to raise 
funds to cover their 1983 administrative 
costs in lieu of the tipping fee surcharge. 

Please find enclosed a copy of the final 
approved budget and a table of individual 
District tax assessments that will be due in 
1988.

Three agendes serving older people in 
Rutland City and surrounding areas received 
§27,400 in City funds for services provided in 
198S. 

The Office on Aging (Southwestern Vermont 
Area Agency on A^ng), which is located in the 
Bard well House, is the regional provider of 
meals and senior advocate services provided by 
or arranged through the Office on Aging during 
the past year. A total of over 23,000 meak were 
delivered to homebound elders in the City by 
staff and volunteers. Another 14,000 meals were 
provided at three locations within the City: The 
Bardwell House, Sheldon Towers and the Senior 
Center of Deer Street. 

Other services available through the Office on 
Aging, either directly or through contract, are a 
long-term care ombudsman who assists 
residents of nursing homes and community care 
homes, legal services through the Senior 
Citizens Law Project (Vt. Legal Aid), 
information and referral and volunteer 
assistance. Senior advocates provide assistance 
to City residents with benefits applications, 
problem resoJution and linkages with a variety 
of services or opportunities for assistance. They 
meet with elders in their own homes. There are 
also subsidized employment opportunities for 
people who are aged 55 or older and who have 
limited incomes. For more information call

The Retired Senior Volunteer Program — 

people helping people — volunteers sharing 
their life skills to support their community — is 
an important program that is continuing to 
grow in strength and services provided to non- 
profit organizations in Rutland County. The 
variety of services we provide is almost 



unlimited, based on the imagination and skills of 
our volunteers and the needs in our community. 
RSVP volunteers serve as receptionists, tutors, 
library aides, office workers, hospital workers, 
musicians, nutrition workers at senior mealsites, 
guardians-ad-litum, day care workers, and 
friendly visitors.
